Appicello was born in Italy and came 
to this country when he was 7 years 
old. Two years later he lost his eye- 
sight in an accident. For more than 
five years he did not attend school. 
Persons read to him,’ however, and he 
absorbed knowledge. He retained an 
idea of form and was able to write. 
Then in October, 1909, the Board of Edu- 
cation notified his parents that a ciass 
for blind children would be opened in 
school No. 110. 

The boy joined with Others, being 
taught by Miss Adelaide E. Simpson, 
through what is known. as the Braille 
gystem for the blind.

Opinion is divided as to whether the 
mysterious stranger is really Peter Cur- 
tis. Prominent citizens are taking sides 
in the controversy, some stoutly assert- 
ing that Curtis has come back and oth- 


ers contending that the man is Peter 
Matthews, who is known to have looked 
like Curtis. . 

The body picked up from the street car 
tracks after being run over by a car 
‘ast March was tdentified as that of] 
Curtis by his sister, Miss Mary Curtis, 
of East St. Louis. 

Company Buried the Body. 

It was buried near Granite City at 
the street car company’s expense and a 
cash .settlement with Miss Curtis is 
said to have been made by the company 
on her agreement not to sue for dam- 
ages for her brother’s death. 

Curtis was a farmhand. He lived in 
Nameoki several years and was well 
known. to most residents of the town. 
He was last seen there a few hours be- 
fore the street car accident. All Name- 
oki believed Curtis dead. 

William Moellenbrock was in his sa- 
loon in Nameoki Sunday when a map 
entered. 

Moellenbrock looked up. He started. 


“Why, Peter Curtis,” he said. “I 


‘thought you were dead.”’ 


‘No, I’ve just been away on a little 
trip,’” replied the man. 

News that Peter Curtis had returned, 
as from the grave spread through the 
town. 

Many hibed to ste him... dome said: 
“It’s Peter Curtis, all right.” “> 

Others shook their heads, saying: “No, 
that’s Peter Matthews.” 

Dr. Johnson, the town physician, was 
one of those who identified the man as 
Matthews. 

Merchants Differ. 

“T treated Curtis and knew }bim well,’’ 
he said. “This istnot Curtis. 

The doctor’s opinion ‘vas offset by 
that of Charles Hinemann, a farmer. ™ 

“Both Curtis and Matthews worked 
for me at different times,’’ he said. 
“This is not Matthews. It’s Curtis.’’ 

“Yes,” broke in Moellenbrock. “It’s 
Peter Curtis, all right.” I sold him whis- 
ky a long time and I ought to know. 
I'm willing to swear it’s Curtis.”’ 

=. G. Rode; general merchant, looked 
at the mysterious stranger closely. 

“It’s Matthews,”’ he asserted.: ‘‘I sold 
groceries to him for two years. I can’t 
be mistaken.” 

Stranger Doesn’t Argue. 

Throughout the controversy the stran- 
ger has taken no part in it. 
to all questions, he says: 

“I’m Peter Curtis. I just went away, 
on a Httle trip.’’ 

Matthews left Nameoki about ‘two 
years ago, saying he was going to Kan- 
sas. He was acquainted with Curtis, 
av.d their resemblance was frequently 
a matter of comment in the little town. 

The return of a man who says he is 
Curtis has aroused the interest of the 
gtreet railway company, and many resi- 
derts of Nameoki believe the corpora- 
tior. will take a hand in the controversy 
to. the possible extent of asking the 
cvurts to determine whether the man 
it huried and on whose death it paid 
lamages was Peter Curtis.

‘Former Marriage Obtain 
* Facts for Trial. 


GUARDIAN GETS EVIDENCE 


Fact That Marriage to Tobacco 
Heir Was 3 Days: After His 


Arrest Cited, 
—— 

Reports made by private detectives on 
their inquiries into Mrs. Madeline Pe- 
per’s past life will be made public 
when the suit for annulment of Adol- 
phus Peper’s marriage to her comes to 
trial. Peper, now an inmaté of St. Vin- 
cenf’s Insahe Asylum, is tle son of 
the late Christian Peper, tobacco mag- 
nate, and is the possessor of $300,000. 

Excise — — Lee; who, as Pe- 
per’s guardian, filed the annulment suit, 
admitted..to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday that a detective agency had 
been employed, and had furnished facts 
which would be brought out. He de- 
| clined to reveal any F these facts in 
advance of the hearing, further than to 
say that circumstances veonmnected with 


her former marriage in Kentucky were 
included in the showing. 

The annulment petition, filed Monday 
afternoon, states that Madeline Herbert, 
as she was then known, was Peper’s 
heusekeeper before their marriage. She 
ie 26 years old, the petition states, and 
is a-strong willed woman, who had no 
difficulty in dominating Peper. He is 
47. F 

Weds 3 Days After Arrest. 

Their marriage at Hillsboro, Ill., Oct. 
26 Iast took place three days after Pe- 
ner’s arrest on a charge of stealing an 
auto tire. At the time of the arrest it 
was announced that Peper’s relatives 
vould ask an official inquiry into his 
sanity. ; 

An attempt will be made in the hear- 
‘ng to show that thé young woman, see- 
ing that Peper was likely to be placed 
under restraint, influenced him to elope 
with her, and married him itn order to 
secure her hold on his property. He 
ria for which his guardian is now 
suing her. 

It is charged that at the time of the 
marriage she knew he was insane, and 
that Illinois law, forbidding the mar- 
riage of insane persons renders the mar- 
riage void. 

When a reporter called at Mrs. Peper’s 
home, a Cottage at 4688 West Belle place, 
Tuesday, she refused to make any state- 
pment about the annulment suit. 

Lee instituted thé proceedings at t 
request of Peper’s relatives, with the’ 
Probate Court’s approval, and without 
consulting him. When he was at liberty 
Peper showed great devotion to his 
wife. 

Trouble Began Last October. 

Peper’s eccentricities became a matter 


several arrests for speeding, he was 
arrested on a charge of taking a tire 
from an automobile which was standing 
in front of a theater on Delmar baule- 
vard. He had the tire when arrested, 
and was carrying an automobfle jnck. 
Nicholas M. Bell, ‘Peper’s brothér-in- 
law, furnished bond for Peper’s release, 
and announced that he weuld ask an 


inquiry into his mental state. ‘ 


The proceedings were delayed, but 
were at length precipitated by Pever’s 
acts. One day in December he entered 
Bell's office at the Peper tobacco ware- 
house and made a violent assault on 
him, bruising his face and body. Beil 
sued him for heavy, damages, but 
dropped this proceeding when the san- 
ity inquiry was well under way. 

In the sanity hearing in the Probate 
Court in January, Peper’s wife sat be- 
sice him, trying to soothe him and 
prevent the outbursts of temper in which 
he prejudiced his case by railing at 
Judge, jury and lawyers. 

Lee Sues Mra. Peper. 

The jury Jan. 30 declared Peper of un- 
sound mind, and Probate Judge Holt- 
camp appointed: Lee ag guardian. Four 
days later Lee sued Mrs. Peper to re- 
cover shares of the stock of the 
United States Steel Corporation of New 
Jersey, said to be worth $30,000 to $46,- 
000. These, it was charged, she had pre- 
vailed on Peper to give her, and the 
suit asked that this gift, because of 
Peper’s mental condition and of certain 
facts connected with the marriage, be 
set aside. | 

The Missouri Supreme Court recently’ 
dismissed Peper’s appeal from the Pro- 
bate Court verdict, and upheld the ap- 
pointment of Lee as guardian. — ’

HAVANA, Cuba, June 27.—It is be- 
ieved that parts of the body of John 
R. Bell, cabin stewatd, have been re- 
covered from the wreck of the battle- 
ship Maine. 

While workmen yesterday were re- 
meving the. mud from the upper deck 
amnidship cabin, human bones were un- 
covered. All were blackened, as if 
vxidfzed. There are several bones miss- 
ing to complete the human frame, but 
Mont search for several hours failed 
to uncover them. 

Search will be concentrated in the 
cabin today, in the hope of further dis- 
ecveries. 

The work on the wreck is still confined 
to balancing the contents of the cylin- 
ders, caulking and dumping into the 
cofferdam broken stone. 

Fear of Coming Storm. 

Some apprebension was felt today be 
cause ofthe report from the Weather 
Observatory at Santa Clara of an ap- 
proaching cyclone. All precautions were 
taken. ‘ While a blow doubtless would 
imperil the dam, mich ‘depends on the 
direction from which the wind cones. 
It would be most serious from the north: 

Surprise has been excited here by the 
opinions attributed to Gen. W. H. Bixby, 
chief of the engineers im charge of the 
work of raising the Maine, who, upofi 
his arrival at Tampa, waa quoted “as 
saying: that/ he did not expect that the 
sectet of the Maine's destruction would 
be revealed, or that the bodies would 
be recovered. 

The engineers here feel that the first 
belief is not fully justified in advance’ 
of the exposure of the ship's bottom. 

The finding of the Naval Court off 
Inquiry which condicted an investiga- 
tion lasting 23 days, read: 

‘In the opinion of the court the Maine 
was destroyed by the explosion of a 
submarine mine, which caused the par- 
tial explosion of two, or more of the 
forward magazines.”

STOPS THE OLD EVASION 


Another New Statute Provides 
Suspension of Sentence for 
First Felony Offense. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., June 27.--Elope- 
ments of lovers under the legal age, 21 
for the young man and 18 for the girl, 
will be effectually checked in Texas by 
the new law adopted by the late Legis- 


lature and now effective. 

Under this law no person under the 
legal age can obtain a marriage license 
without the written consent of the 
minor’s parents, and the paper must be 
acknowledged before a notary public like 
a deed, If the minor has no parents, a 
County Judge’s cofhsent to the union is 
necessary. If the clerk doubts that 
either the prospective bride or bride- 
groom has attained the legal age, he is 
authorized to require the affidavit of 
some other than the contracting parties. 
County Clerk Beavers has interpreted 
the law to mean that the written con- 
sent of both parents, properly executed, 
must be filed, and that the consent of 
the father or the mother singly ts not 
sufficient. 

Old Law Easily Evaded. 

The old law authorized the county 
clerk to require the bridegroom or other 
terson applying for a marriage license 
‘Oo make affidavit to the ages of the 
parties, In case of doubt, but this law 
was frequently and successfully evaded.

Declines to Talk of Cunning- 
ham Coal Decision. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 27.—Daniel Gug- 
genheim, head of the Guggenheim fam- 
ily, who will sail for Burope today, 
said of general conditions in Alaska: 
“The story of the tie-up of Alaska, the 
responsibility for which I do not care 
to place at this time,’is a very sad 
one. We have an empire at our doors, 
capable of adding to the wealth of the 
United States from $200,000,000 to $300,000. - 
000 annually with a gold production 
equal to the best days of California, all 
dependent on railroad facilities. 
“There are about ‘12,900 square miles 
{of known coal lands in Alaska, although 


only one-fifth of its area has been ex- 
amined. Notwithstanding this fact, 
Alaskans dre compelled to import coal 


ton. It ig not strange, therefore, that the 
men of Alaska, in many respects the pick 
‘| of the American people, willing to put up 
with the. greatest hardships, lose. their 
heads and talk of seceding and have 
jbeen guilty of dumping coal into the 
gea. They certainly have a grievance 
and they have been denied the assist- 
ance to which they are justly entitled. 
Need Is for Railroads, 
“Alaska needs railroads, and if the 
Government fears that certain individ- 
uals will control: Alaska through the 
owhership of railrodds, why does not 
the Government own and operate the 
ansportation lines?’ While I am a 
thorough believer in ‘tonservation, it 
pseems to me that we have gone very 
far along the line of conservation when 
it is-realized that we have consumed to 
this date only four-tenths of ‘one per 
cent of the coal fields which are al- 
ready known to exist in this country. 
“TIT am going abroad on my annual 
trip. TF am not in the happiest frame 
of mind over the business conditions 
that ebteain with a country that thas 
the resources of the United States, to 
whom Mother Harth gives up more than 
nine billions annually, a sum so stu-

Smuggied In in Trunks. 

Not many years Ago the banker of 
New, York, against whom evidence: is 
sought by Loeb, and his wife, who 
maintained handsome _apartments in 
Paris and New York, bought in 
London a pearl necklace, said to 
have been worth. more than . $200,000. 
This was sent by the husband’s “under-. 
ground’ system to the United States, 
where it entered at New.

still other gems were added to the string, 
until the necklace today is valued at 
little under $1,000,000. 

Not only did this woman bring in the 
pearis without. the formality of déclar- 
ing them, but she is alleged to have 
smuggled great quantities of valuable 
lingerie, gowns and works of art. These 
were bought in Paris, Berlin and Vien- 
na and were brought across the ocean 
in trunks. All these artieles were in- 
tended for the use of the woman herself. 


" Leta His Friends Share.

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enjoying the privilege of free duty, it 
is said, were heavy depositors in his 
bank. 


These, the Post-Dispatch is informed, 
were dressmakers, having connections 
with fashionable houses in Paris. and 
London; jewelers doing business. here 
and abroad and men’s tailors, who im- 
ported woolen goods and novelties. The 
information came to the Treasury De- 
partment that one could have his duties 
“reduced” and that thus heavy accounts 
found their’ way to the bank.

This 
necklace, ft develeps, had a history.

0raine in 1908, when the jewels were 
returned to their owner, this piece was 
not among them. In some manner not 
explained, it is alleged, the necklace 
found its way into the hands of Allen 
and he gave it to his wife. Mrs. Al- 
len, on learning how her husband came 
by it, it is said, refused to wear the 
necklace, and that autumn when Mr. and 
Mrs. Allen went abroad, where the jew- 
els had preceded them, they are said 
to have exchanged the ornament for one 
costing $70,000, Duffy was paid on this.

The final ruling of the Secretary of the 
terior against the Cunningham coal claims 
Alaska will be hailed with satisfaction by the 
public. Not only does it bring to an end a pro- 
longed, bitter contest which ‘has played havoc 
with the Taft ; bat the decision 
will have general approval.

Former Chief Forester Pinchot and especially 
Louis R. Glavis, both of whom lost their official 
places on account of the controversy, are vindi- 
cated by the decision.

The testimony in the case revealed a conspiracy 
to obtain 6250 acres of rich coal lands for the 
Morgan-Guggenheim syndicate. Thirty-three 
claimants joined together in ‘an association ‘to 
take up the land, perfect the titles and sell all 
the claims tb the syndicate. It was shown that 
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were used to give a color of legality to the claims. 
In its largest aspect it was a conspiracy on the 
part of the Morgan-Guggenheim interest to ob~ 
tain a monopoly of Alaskan coal deposits. 

The value of the deposits is variously estimat- 
ed from $100,000,000 to $8,000,000,000. It is a 
great gain to have reserved this vast deposit of 
coal for the people and for production instead of 
for monopoly, but one of the best results of the 
fight is the assurance that the Government has 
definitely entered upon a new course with respect 
to natural resources and will check the spollation 
of the people by greedy speculators and monopo- 
lists. To that end the amendments to the pres- 
ent faulty law suggested by Secretary Fisher 
should be enacted promptly. 
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Senator Clark warns the Republicans that the 
adoption of Canadian reciprocity will mean the 
downfall of the whole system of tariff privilege. 
Why not? That is what the country wants and 
has voted for. 
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GET CLOSER TO CHINA. : 

It would not be desirable to move St. Louis 
nearer China, even if it were possible. But 8t./ 
Louis can get closer to the heart of China by re- 
sponding to the appeal for aid for the famine suf- 
ferers in that country. There are several reasons 
why St. Louis should do this. 

The first, of course, is the dire need, Which has 
been shown by the delegation from the famine 
districts now in St. Louis. That reason ought 
to be sufficient. But there are commercial and 
scientific reasons. China lies as an almost in- 
exhaustible market for the commerce of St. Louis. 
In the’ matter of automobiles alone, we are told 
that wealthy Chinamen are paying $10,000 and 
$12,000 for machines of French make. They would 
eagerly buy St. Louis-made machines for’ less 
money, but at a handsome profit. There are many 
articles of commerce made in St. Louis for which 
a good market can be found in China if her peo- 
ple are taught to look with a friendly eye towards 
this part of America. The scientific reason for 
aiding the unfortunate of China is that plague fol- 
lows in the wake of famine, and no part of the 
world, not even a city in the heart of the United 
States, can be assured that it may not suffer 
through neglecting an opportunity to put an end 
to the conditions favoring pestilence. 

If the cities of the Pacific Coast, usually 20 
unfriendly towards the Chinese, have been gener- 
ous enough to subscribe thousands of dollars 
towards relieving the famine in China, St. Louls

It 
may force the artificial beginnings of middle life 
at 10. It may do other astonishing things under 
the Sidis system, but all of them together may 
not be evidence that Doctor Sidis or any one 
else is a successful parent. 

After forty years, a successful parent may be- 
gin to get back some of the confidence he lost in 
scientific system before the close of the first 
twenty. \When he sees his results in one genera- 
tion handed down systematically to the next, 
he may begin to make up bis mind what it means 
to be a successful parent. As a successful psy- 
chologist, Doctor Sidis may have much to learn as 
a successful parent.

Rest before and after each meal, if 
only for a few moments. 

If thoroughly wearied, drink @ glass 
of hot water and wait ten or fifteen 
minutes before eating.

‘Do not worry about uric acid 
other poisons charged to beef.

Exercise in a moderate degree is 
beneficial.’ One should not overdo it.

Eat just as much lean meat in sum- 
mer as in winter, but not so much fat 
meat. 

The great danger of overeating of 
many foods at a time lies in the pro- 
duction of fermentation, with its re-, 
sultant paralyzing carbonic acid gas, 
alcohol and vinegar. The most common 
fermentation is that of starches and 
sugar. — 

F the use of sugar were cut down 

-one-half in a few years one-half the 
doctors and druggists would be out of

LINCOLN, Neb., June 24—Insurance 
companies of Nebraska are troubled 
over a recent decision of the Supreme 
Court relative to the necéssary proofs 
of suicide to invalidate a life policy 
within the usual two years. 

The facts that a married man was 
i4, trouble over a love affair, that he 
bought cyanide of potassium, that he 
wrote @ note saying farewell to every- 
body and that a Coroner’s jury said he 
killed himself with the poison—all these 
Go not prove suicide, a majority of the 
ceurt held. The man might have died 
in a fainting fit to which he was sub- 
ject, the Court said. 

The decision, based on these facts. 
was handed down on appeal in the suit 
of Mrs. Dora Walden against the Bank- 
ers’ Life Insurance Co. for a policy on 
the life of her husband, a dentist. 

Walden was known te have become 
involved with a Holdredge girl. The 
morning before he died the Sheriff told 
him he would have to leave the girl 
alone or leave Holdredge. Walden is 
said to have replied that it was too late 
t» do either.
